ITand bells were In common use all 
over the ancient world. The earliest 
I nae of bells in churches was for the 
purpose of frightening away the evil 
spirits which were l*di<*ved to infest 
earth and air, and the earliest curfew 
w as rung at nightfall to rid the neigh­ 
borhood of the village or town and 
church of demons. Most old churches 
of Enrol** have a small door on the 
north fide, and at certain points in the 
service this door was o[»ened and a 
bell was rung to give notice to the dev­ 
il, if be chanced to lte present, that be 
might make his exit before the eleva­ 
tion 
By the command of Pope John 
IX. church belh were rung as a protec­ 
tion against thunder and lightning. 
The monument of Porsena, the E tru­ 
rian king, was decorated with pinna­ 
cles, each surmounted with a bell, 
which tinkled in the breeze.
